JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 21— 
The presidential ticket of the 
Progressive party — Henry A. 
Wallace for President and Glen 
H. Taylor for Vice President — 
was barred from the ballot in the 
November general election in 
Missouri by Secretary of State 

Edgar C. Nelson today. 

Nelson, after sustaining legal 
objections to placing the Progres- 
sive presidential ticket on the 
ballot, also indicated that Progres- 
sive candidates for state offices 
and for three congressional seats 
would not go on the ballot unless 
the state central committee of 


the new party files proper nomi- 
nating petitions before Tuesday 
night. 


He held that a certificate of 


nomination filed by the state cen- 


tral committee of the Progressive 
party, designating 15 electors 
chosen by the party, was invalid. 
Nelson gave no reason for his rul- 
ing. 

„„ candidates for six 
state offices and for Congressmen 
from three districts filed declara- 
tions of their candidacies last 
April. The declarations were 
accepted by Nelson. However, the 
Attorney General ruled later that 
gince the Progressive candidates 
were unopposed for the nomina- 
tions, if was not necessary for 
their names to be on the ballot 
in the Aug. 2 primary election. 

Today Nelson said: “It is un- 
settled legally whether these can- 
didates are properly the nominees 
of the Progressive party.” 

Objections Upheld. | 

Nelson sustained the objections 
Bert W. Koester, a 
Democrat, to the legality of the 
Progressive party’s certificate of 
nomination. Koester, who is col- 
lector of Cole county, charged 
the certificate had not been 
signed and executed by legal of- 
ficers of the Progressive party. 

He also charged the electors 
were not nominated in the man- 
ner prescribed by law and that 
the party was not entitled to 
take part in the general election 
because it did not file nominating 
petitions signed by voters. The 
law requires signatures equiva- 
lent to 2 per cent of the vote 
cast in the last general election, 
he pointed out, and the Progres- 
sive party did not exist at that 
time.

In his single-paragraph ruling,

Curious as to Whether Radio 
Might Have Ignited

MACOMB, III., Aug. 21 (UP) — 
The United States Air Force sent 
its scientists here today to find 
out what is causing the blazes on

There, this morning, 
three German press photographers 
were reported arrested by the 
Russians, 

Gerhard Stindt, American news- 
reel photographer, was held brief- 
ly and then released.

To Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

If anyone doubts that there are politi- 
cal motives in the investigations of the 
Un-American Activities Committee in 
Washington, let him remember one rath- 
er singular inconsistency. 

Henry Wallace, who many people be- 
lieve (rightly or not) to be more sympa- 
thetic to the causes of the Soviet Union 
than most of the so-called “spies” named 
by committee witnesses, has never been 
called to testify, nor have any of his sup- 
porters or former supporters. Isn't this 
rather strange, considering the fact that 
almost every New Dealer whose mother 
isn’t a D.A.R. has been under suspicion? 
Members of the committee no doubt 
would protest that it would be unethical 
to subpena Wallace, a presidential can- 
didate. In view of the committee’s past 
unconcern with ethics, however, I doubt 
very much if this is the reason. I rather

As proposed by a Plan Commission subcom- 
mittee, here is what the new ordinance does: 

1. It raises the residential-zoned area from 
the present 52 per cent of the city’s area to 63 
per cent. The residential area of today is built 
almost to the limit. Expanding it will promote 
building that will otherwise take place in the 
suburbs. Commercial, industrial and unrestricted 
areas will decline from the present 48 per cent 
of the city to 37, but without hardship. Busi- 
ness and industry actually use only 26 per cent- 
of the city today, and their land requirements 
have proved nearly static in spite of the recent 
growth of new stores and plants. 

2. It provides areas for single-family resi- 
dences. The present ordinance makes no dis- 
tinction between single- and two-family. 

3. It requires reasonable off-street parking 
with buildings erected in the future. This need 
is obvious, and other cities have already acted 
on it. 

4. It prescribes that each dwelling house or 
apartment unit must be accompanied by a mini- 
mum ground area. This method of limiting pop- 
ulation concentration 1s one of the most effective 
ways to prevent future slums, and it has become 
a standard feature in modern city and subdi- 
vision planning. 

5. It makes the Plan Commission the initiator 
of amendments. The Board of Aldermen still 
largely functions as its own “plan commission,” 
often with unhappy results. Zoning is in ward 
politics; the new ordinance takes it at least part- 
way out. The Aldermen themselves might wel- 
come it because the logrolling for “‘spot-zoning” 
breaches in the zoning law is a headache in an 
Alderman’s life. 

The proposed ordinance is a moderate meas- 
ure. Here, for example, are some things it does 
not try to do: 

1. It does not outlaw any use of a building 
which is now lawful. A boarding house in a 
restricted neighborhood can continue to operate 
so long as it does no rebuilding or enlarging. 
By necessity, a zoning code guides future build- 
ing into desirable channels instead of tearing out 
the misguided building of the past. 

2. It creates no rigid plans. If apartments are 
already well established on a block in a more 
restricted neighborhood, that block is open to 


further apartment building. 


3. It confers no arbitrary or improper powers. 
Hardship cases and complaints can be taken to 
the Board of Adjustment, which is carried over 
from the old ordinance, and appealed to the 
circuit court. And while the ordinance gives the 
Board of Aldermen a chance to relieve itself of 
an expert role which it is not qualified to per- 
form, no amendment can take effect without its 
approval. Its power is curtailed in no way. 

This proposed ordinance is the result of years 
of study by many people, including not only the 
professional planners but real estate interests, 
manufacturers and merchants, traffic engineers, 
civic groups and others. No zoning law can ever 
prove perfect in practice, but this one shows 
evidence throughout of good principles sensibly 
applied. A heavy burden of proof rests on any- 
one who proposes any material changes or tries 
to delay its adoption.

A chill has developed in the political romance 
of Rex Tugwell and Henry Wallace. Tugwell, 
one of the bright and able-young men of the 
early New Deal, was co-chairman of the Wallace 
movement. But he has gifen up that post and 
now has no official connection with the Wallace 
party. What Tugwell saw at the third party’s 
convention at Philadelphia gave him an “uneasy” 
feeling, and he says thtre is a struggle within 
the party “between a certain group and those of 
us who are simply progressives.” 

Tugwell, as Doris Fleeson points out, is only 
one of many progressives who are learning the

appalled, too, at Wallace’s tacit or open betrayal 
of old political friends, who find themselves op- 
posed in this year’s election by Wallace party 
stooges. Two such former friends are Paul Doug- 
las, running for the Senate in Illinois, and Wil- 
liam M. Murphy, running for Congress from New 
York. Both may be defeated as a result. 

There are many sincere people who are at- 
tracted to the Wallace candidacy because of his 
emphasis on peace. Between now and Novem- 
ber, we think it will become more and more 
obvious that Wallace is the Esau of American 
political life.

The Note to Moscow 
The State Department’s note to Moscow actu- 
ally goes far beyond the cases of Mrs. Kosenkina 
and the Samarines whose right to refuge it 
asserts. In demanding the recall of Jacob M. 
Lomakin, Russian Consul General in New York, 
the department serves blunt notice on the Krem- 


‘lin that all Soviet diplomatic and commercial 


representatives must show due respect for Ameri- 
can law while they are on business in this coun- 
try. 

The note accuses Lomakin of having grossly 
ignored this principle in the case of the Russian 
teachers. He exceeded the authority of his po- 
sition by taking police power into his own hands 
in forcing Mrs. Kosenkina to leave Reed Farm, 
the haven maintained by the Tolstoy Foundation, 
for the Russian Consulate. And he compounded 
the offense by inducing her to make false state- 
ments “designed to mislead the American public 
in regard to a serious charge involving the 
United States Government.” | 

His recall is made a little easier for Moscow 
By the accusation that he also deceived his own 
ambassador and his own Government by misrep- 
resenting the affair to them. But whether or 
not his superiors take advantage of this oppor- 
tunity to back down gracefully, the State Depart- 
ment undertakes to make sure that Lomakin 
must leave the United States by requesting the 
President to revoke his credentials. 

More importantly, the department has made 
sure that there shall be no misunderstanding 
about the authority of official Soviet agents in 
the United States. Their function in protecting 
the rights of Russian nationals is recognized, 
but they cannot operate overseas branches of 
the Russian police. They cannot force such 
people to leave this country against their will. 

In short, the United States will not brook in- 
terference with its sovereignty by men like 
Lomakin.

Many people —not Representative Hebert, of 
course, but lots of others — mean, when they say 
what Mr. Hebert said, that the country needs to 
be impressed with the advantages of democracy 
which it already possesses, as an alternative to 
being provided with the advantages of democracy 
which it lacks. 

It is important to understand the existing ad- 
vantages, true enough; but that is no adequate 
substitute for forging ahead to supply the ad- 
vantages that are lacking. In fact, there is no 
adequate substitute. The only thing that is ade- 
quate is the real thing. 

To combat Communism, this country needs 
democratic advantages which it does not now 
possess in racial justice, in the opportunity for 
all to be decently housed and fed, in access to 
adequate medical care—to name some of the out- 
standing ones. p 

As long as we are deficient in these or any 
other of the aspects of a democracy, it is only 
self-delusion to content ourselves with boasting 
about what we do have. For as long as the de- 
ficiencies exist, they will be capitalized upon by 
Communists, and will attract converts to 
Communism. 

Edmund Fuller, editor of Crown Publishers. 
puts it with eloquence in an article entitled “The 
Moral Challenge of the ‘Manifesto,’” in the 
American Scholar: 5 

Marx called for an association, in which 
the free development of each is the condi- 
tion for the free development of all.“ 

Tragically, our so-called capitalist society 
has been so frightened by the economic im- 

plications of Marxism that... we have pre- 

ferred and magnified, along with a num- 
ber of undoubted virtues, all the shoddiest 
and most complacent aspects of our prevail- 
ing business philosophy. ... We have re- 
jected the one great weapon, for fear it 
might—and it might, at that—prove as 
revolutionary as the adversary. This weapon 
would be to take and make our own... the 
moral content of Marxism which is its great 
strength. ... | 

Mr. Fuller states the choice more realistically 
than Representative Hebert. We can ourselves 
carry the challenge to Communism by making 
democracy increasingly serve the needs of peo- 
ple. Unless we do, and to whatever degree we 
do not, we can be sure Communism will carry 


the challenge to us. 
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13,500,000 “Dissavers”’ 


Ample warrant for the new controls imposed 
on installment buying is to be found in the 
Federal Reserve Board’s report that 13,500,000 
families—about one in every four—had become 
“dissavers” in the last year.

Britain Should Recognize Israel

English paper says time is near to concede a new nation exists; act 
will not win friendship of the Jews but will influence Arabs to 
of end a war that hurts themselves; recognition will promote “a 
settlement which neither side will try to upset by force of arms.

Sooner or later it will be necessary for 


the British Government to recognize the 


State of Israel. 

There are good reasons why a de facto 
recognition should be made soon. The 
strongest is that to recognize Israel is to 
recognize a fact. 


Since May 15 a State has in fact existed 

and has exercised effective control over a 
large part of Palestine. It is delimited not 
by the intricate and sometimes unrealistic 
frontiers drawn by 
the United Nations 
Assembly but by the 
positions which the 
armed forces of 
Israel are holding. 
While these are not 
yet static, they are 
solid enough; they 
would hold even if 
fighting broke out 
generally again. 


In Tel Aviv and 
Haifa, commercial 
and municipal life 
goes on vigorously 
enough. It is not nor- 
mal, as the life of Ernest Bevin 
London at war was not normal; but it has 
shown its vitality. Postal and internal 
transport services are maintained; shipping 
sails freely into Haifa docks. The exodus 
of Arab refugees from Haifa and Jaffa has 
eased the racial problem; of the six Arabs 
on the Haifa municipal council two are re- 
ported to have remained. In short, a State 
exists, and to recognize it is to acknowledge 
the plain fact of its existence. 


This is a very different thing from Mr. 
Truman’s hasty recognition of Israel on 
the day of its birth. That was a specu- 
lative political gesture. This has the solid 
ground of experience to tread on. 


A Reason fox the Delay 


Nevertheless, it would be stupid to put 
down the delay in recognition merely to 
spite on the part of Mr. Bevin or to a pas- 
sionate attachment to the Arab cause. The 
British Government has to consider what is 


the most effective moment. The main aim 


is a settlement that will last—a settlement 
which neither side, however little they may 
like it, will try to upset by force of arms. 


Both Jews and Arabs will come to accept 
such a settlement, if at all, not because 
they think it just (for both are convinced 
that the only just outcome is one wholly 
in their favor) but because they see no fur- 
ther hope of getting anything better. The 
decision to be content with what one can 
get is never an easy one, and particularly 
with a community like Israel, which has 
in its ranks so high a proportion of idealists 
to whom “nothing is done while anything 
remains to be done.” 


At such a moment of decision, the recog- 


nition of Israel by Britain (and one would 
expect many other countries to follow the 
British lead in this respect). would be a 
substantial success to set against the dis- 
appointments of a settlement falling short 
of the ideal. Given too soon, recognition 
might have encouraged Israel to attempt 
tasks beyond its strength. Given too late, 
it would go for nothing, an ill-graced sur- 
render to events. Rightly timed (and the 
right time is surely near), it would give 
firmness and definition to what has been 
achieved and make it easier for the forces 
of realism and moderation to retain their 
leadership. 


It would be idle, after the bitterness of 
the last two years, to expect that recogni- 
tion will bring to Britain any tangible bene- 
fits in the way of trade relations. or 
strategic facilities, at any rate not for a 
long time. But these are not the motives 
which should prompt it. British interests 
would be well served if recognition was an 
element in a durable settlement. 


To Avoid an Arab Debacle 


Not less important than its effect on 
Israel would be the effect of recognition on 
the Arab States. Given too soon, it would 
merely have added to the inflammation of 
sentiment against Israel and lost what in- 
fluence Britain still has with the Arabs for 
moderation. But the position has been 
changing in the last few weeks. It has 
become clear that Israel is not to be driven 
into the sea. And the Arab States are no 
longer of one mind. 

They disagreed, for instance, over the 
truce. One must not overrate the signifi- 
cance of this division, but it is worth noting 
that the two states which held out for 
fighting have done very little in the field, 
and that Transjordan, whose Arab Legion 
is the backbone of the Arab forces, voted 
for acceptance. 


A good many Arab leaders (if not yet 
their followers). have begun to see that 
they cannot win the war in Palestine out- 
right; and the time is coming when the 
recognition of Israel by Britain will seem 
to them not a perverse eccentricity but a 
confirmation of what in their hearts they 
know to be the depressing truth. It may 
soon become evident that some of his allies 
are stil] in the field rather from jealousy 
of King Abdullah (who has more to gain 
than anyone by a compromise) than from 
any hope of making an end of Zionism; and 
the Arab League would find it hard to sur- 
vive such a revelation of disunity. 


Would it not be wiser to bow to the in- 
evitable than to break the League on such 
a rock? There is less “face” to be lost by 
bowing to the commands of the United 
Nations (however unfair they may appear) 
and to the potential might which lies be- 
hind them than in admitting that the State 
of Israel is too hard a nut for the Arab 
armies to crack. :

The Man Who Kissed Venn 


THE ART OF ADVENTURE, by Eric Linkiater. (The 
Macmillan Co., 293 pgs., $3.00.)

The title piece of this collection of light 
essays is the talk Mr. Linklater gave to his 
students at the University of Aberdeen 
when he became their rector after World 
War II. As a rectorial address, his talk 
must have seemed refreshingly unorthodox, 
Don’t take your instruction too seriously, 
Mr. Linklater advised, certainly not com- 
pulsory instruction; put not your faith in 
security, which is a snare and a delusion, 
“You may regard life either as the general 
adventure or as the general burden,” he 
said, and the same thing applied to one’s 
reading. One should read greedily and in- 
discriminately, but always con amore, “The 
great accidents of life are love and death, 
and death is compulsory but love is arbi- 
trary, and love is the more popular.” 

Mr. Linklater is as graceful and adept an 
essayist as he is a novelist, but even he is 
not always successful in substituting charm 
for substance. His essay on his friend, 
Evelyn Waugh, for instance, seems to this 
reader decidedly thin, while his eulogy on 
the playwright, James Bridie, belongs quite 
definitely to the raised eyebrows depart- 
ment. On the whole, the best things in this 
oddly assorted collection of war memories 
and historical and biographical sketches are 
the war pieces, and the best among these is 
“Primavera.” 

One’s first thought on coming upon the 
title of this essay is Botticelli’s master- 

piece and, for a 

change, one is right 

the first time. It was 
in a castle outside be- 
leaguered Florence 
that Mr. Linklater 
came upon a fabulous 
treasure of early 
Italian masterpieces, 
hidden there for safe- 
keeping. It seemed 
beyond believing to 
him, as indeed it 
seems to us when we 
read him, that he real- 
ly came face to face 
+. 11 with Botticelli’s Pri- 
ene Linkloter mavera, not remotely 
aloof on the wall of a museum, but face to 
face, on the human level. Mr. Linklater 
endears himself to us forever when he tells 
us that he actually kissed the pregnant 
Venus and the loveliest of the graces, the 
one on the right. No artist ever had @ 
lovelier tribute paid to his work. 

The author, who calls himself an “elderly 
pongo” in World War II, saw service with 
the British Navy at Scapa Flow, was with 
a film unit at Gibraltar, was an army his- 
torian assigned to the British Eightn 
Army in Italy. He tells us somewhat of his 
experiences, writes of General Alexander 
whom he admires as an artist and a soldier 
(not to mention the General’s exquisitely 
tailored clothes). He writes also of Trevie 
Napier, the naval officer, who was killed by 
endocarditis or “to be plain about it, the 
burden of defending a country that had 
made but little preparation for defense 
save the casual begetting, in some of its 
people, of a sense of duty.” Also, of Rich- 
ard Hilary, author of that beautiful book, 
“Falling Through Space,” who met his 
death in air maneuvers in 1943.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (UF) — 
Reports from all over the coun- 
try today underscored warnings 
that Russian intelligence agents 
are combing the United States for 
data essential to strategic military 
planning.

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WESTERN ALLIES REPORTED 
AT ODDS ON MOSCOW TALKS 


Envoys Believed to Have Asked Their Gov- 
ernments for New Instructions 
on Negotiations.

MOSCOW, Aug. 21 (UP) — The 
Kremlin negotiations on Germany 
have struck a snag by the tempo- 
rary inability of the three West- 
ern powers to agree on a united 
front toward Russian demands, it 
was reported today. 

Nothing was scheduled for to- 
day, and a meeting with Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
appeared doubtful, leading to be- 
lief that the Western envoys have 
been forced to seek new instruc- 
tions from their governments be- 
fore asking for another Kremlin 
conference, 


United States Ambassador Wal- 
ter B. Smith, French Ambassador 
Yves Chataigneau and Frank Rob- 
erts, special British envoy, con- 
ferred at the British Embassy 
late today. Conferences yesterday 
among the Western diplomats 
lasted until after midnight. 


(The Russian-controlled Berlin 
radio said the negotiations on Ger- 
many were about to break up. The 
Soviet-controlled ADN news agen- 
cy said the Western powers could 
not reach agreement on Soviet 
demands for a voice in the Ruhr.) 

There was nothing here to indi- 
cate what might be the stumbling 
block to agreement among the 
Western powers, but it was be- 
lieved that France might not be 


falling in line with the position 
taken by the United States and 
Britain. 

The Western envoys were said 
to be convinced that the extraor- 
dinary secrecy surrounding the 
series of talks with Molotov is 
paying dividends in ability to talk 
plainly and bluntly without the 
caution necessary in public debate. 

(French Foreign Office sources 
in Paris predicted Moscow talks 
will end tomorrow. with another 
meeting of the Western diplomats 
and Prime Minister Joseph Stalin. 
These sources said the negotia- 
tions were never aimed at tak- 
ing up directly the over-all prob- 
lem of Germany,” but were aimed 
at “laying down the conditions 
in which four-power negotiations 
—_— be undertaken on the prob- 
em.“

The bidding, at any rate, was 
good. North, with two and one 


half honor tricks, felt that he was 


entitled to answer South’s cue bid 
in hearts with a slam try of his 
own, and indicated where. his 
greatest strength lay by bidding 
diamonds. Since that suit had 
been South’s greatest source of 
worry, the bid Was extremely wel- 
come to South, who then took the 
plunge directly to the small slam. 

West opened the heart king and 
South won. After looking things 
over very briefly, South drew the 
trumps, then went to dummy with 
a diamond and hopefully took the 
club finesse. It should not have 
been unexpected (considering the 
bidding) that West smothered the 
club 1 and promptly laid 
down the heart queen to defeat 
the contract. 

There are few types of hands 
easier to play than this type. 
South was extremely fortunate in 
having the heart jack in dummy 
instead of & much lower card, and 
the crux of the matter was to cap- 
italise that bit of luck. The club 
finesse had less than an even 
chante to succeed because’ of 
West's bid, and in any case, even 
if West had not bid but had 
merely opened the heart king, sig- 
nifying possession of the queen as 
well, the logical line of play was 
to draw only two rounds of 
trumps, then to cash three rounds
